On Many Farms 


W. D. Albright, of Beaver Lodge 
Station Gives his Experience. 


Most feeders of baby beef wean 
their calves in the autumn., but where 
a warm enough shed is available, so 
that teats will not freeze, the writer 
has found it profitable to employ the 
dam for nine or ten months instead 
of six, Through the medium of the 
udder she can convert much coarse 
feed into calf flesh, and with but 
'ttle grain, the youngsters carry 
tlong rapidly to a high finish. Milk 
adds a spicy flavor to baby beef, 

Fairly good results may be had 
‘rom pailfed cows when the skim- 
nilk is suitably supplemented, as 
vith flax seed, and an easy way of 
nilking is to put two young calves 
none hard-milking old cow, such 
‘is most herds afford. The skimmed 
nilk of the second calf's dam will be 
zood for the pigs. This plan can 
sven be followed with dairy-bred 
steers, which, if beefed at all, should 
ye turned oft before the dairy type 
levelops. In May 1929, a nine 
nonths pailfed Holstein calf realized 
550.00 on the local market.
